V. hile House Press Secretary 
I u'lie Salinger said Mr. Dulles 

■ had twice briefed Mr. Kennedy 
during the presidential race 
i.ut Unit ll'ie briefings consisted 
mainly of a broad review of 
the World situation. 

In a memorandum Tuesdai', 
Mr Dulles said:
